RAILWAY TRAIN CROOK HELD 


PEBtRY J. WOODS CAUGHT A 


REAL LIVE TARTAR. 


He Plim-Flammed a Man Who Left 


the Train at City's Edge ana 


Then Caused Woods* Arrest. 


Judge L'outtit presided at police 


court this morning and his first offl* 
cial act was to bind Peny A. Woods, 
a piofessional crook, over to the cir- 
cuit court in the sum of $500. Wood 
is a slick one and the trick turned 
yesterday which landed him in jail 
was n'ot the first one he 'lias turned in 
this city, 
A month or more ag*o he 


flimmed a passenger on the Nickel 
Plate out of $20, but got away. Yes- 
terday he short chtanged a farmer 
from Lagrange by the name of E. 
Merriman out of $10 and1 later caught 
Archie Stuart, a traveling mi'an for 
$30. 
Mr. Stuart, however, proved 


his un'd'oing and it 
looks now as 


though lie is good for a term in the 
penitentiary north. 
Stuart is in the 


employ of the Buckeye Engine com- 
pany, of 'Salem, Ohio, and was a pas- 
senger on Pennsylvania train No, 9, 
arriving -here a-t 4:30 last evening, 
and was- bound for Blooming-ton, 111. 
While the train was standing at the 
dep'ot, Woods approached him in the 
car &nd exhibiting a well-filled en- 
velope, 
asked' 
him 
whether 
he 


thought it was too heavy to go under 
a two-cent stamp. 
Stua°rt told him 


it was, whereupon W'ood volunteered 
the information that it contained $45 
which he wan'ted to mail to his rn'oth- 
er. 
He said there were a number of 


small bils in the package and as'ked 
whether Stuart could give him bills 
of larger denomination, thus reducing 
the bulk of the package, 
SLu'a-rt said 


he could give him three tens and did 
so. 
Woods took the three tens and 


with a five and another ten which he 
had in the package placed them in'an 
envelope 'and handed Stuart the other 
bundle of bills. 
Stuart counted the 


money and found but three fives and 
three ones and immediately called 
Wood's attention to the ifact 
Wc'ods 


and he couldn't understand it at 
all, as his sister was in ths next car 
and had ju'st given him bhe package 
and said it contained $45, and as he 
had just taken a ten and a five out 
to put with the three tens there must 
certainly te $30 left. 
He took the 


roll from 'Stuart's'hands and counted 
it, admitting1 that there was a mis- 
take. 
"Here is the envelope with 


the forty-five in it; just hold this 
while I step into the next car and get 
the balance from my sidter," saying 
which Woods shoved an envelope into 
his hand and went out the rear door, 
Ju£t then the train started and Stuart 
saw his man hop off the train. 
He 


Immediately <opened his envelope and 
found *a bunch of toilet paper but 110 
money* 
He called the conductor and 


had the train stopped near the ceme- 
tery. 
He got off, struck across lots, 


and talcing a Main street car came 
doWn town *and at once reported the 
matter to the superintendent of po- 
lice* 
Superintendent Gorsdiiie 
re- 


ferred him to Ca-p'tain Stoll, of the 
Pennsylvania, and going to the south 
depot he -soon explained the circum- 
stances to the captain. 
Stoll said he 


guessed he had the rfellow spotted, as 
he had just received a tele'gram from 
the conductor 'Of the Orand Rapids 
train, relating the Merriman -robbery. 
Stoll stationed "Stuart in the W'ftbash 
depot while he took a s'troll around 
looking for the suspicious character 
he had noticed before. He found Mm 
at the Hairimm house, but made mo 
effort to arrest him, (simply keeping 
his eye an him. 
Presently the west- 


bound Wabash train came in and 
Woods sneaked over to the "station 
and got abo-ard. 
Stoll 'then went to 


the 'depot, got 'Stuart, and when they 
entered the Wabash oar together Stu- 
art at once pointed out Woods and 
he was arrested. 
Stuart then de- 


scribed in detail the appearance of 
his three ten dollar bills* and also 
the -appearance of the other money 
which he saw in the prisoner's posses- 
sion. 
Stoll took Woods to his office 


and searched Mm, finding the money 
exactly as described 'by Stuart, and 
also found several other daimmy en- 
velopes, filled with tissue paper, two 
pair of scissors, two crap dice, two 
bundles of railroad conductors' hat 
checks and other paraphernalia of the 
professional crook. 
Woods made an 


effort'to unload some of his damaging 
possession's, but Stoll caught him at 
it and the whole bunch of stuff was 
turned over to the police. At police 
court this m'orudng Colerick & Thom- 
as appeared for the prisoner, but they 
were unable to put up any defense, 
the evidence ufainst the prisoner be- 
ing too conclusive. tfudge Louttit 
after hearing the evidence bound the 
fellow over to the circuit court in the 
sum of $1,000, but afterwards, at the 
solicitation <of the attorneys, reduced 
the bond to $500, The prisoner could 
not furnish it and was sent 'to jail to 
await trial.

o'clock today, with the ^additional 
condition that the discussion should 
not be interrupted by other business 
until the commissioners had reached 
sjome definite conclusion. 


The committee was appointed by 


the general assembly at St.Louis last 
year. The controversy regarding re- 
vision has led to the formation of 
thiee groups among the 640 commis- 
sioners to the general 'assembly. First 
there is the conservative group, com- 
posed of those opposed to any change 
whatever in the doctrinal standards 
of the church. Then there is the party 
desirous of setting aside the confes- 
sion of faith as not truthfully expres- 
sing- the belief of the church. Be- 
tween these- stands the centrists, who 
favor maintaining the old confession 
with a few modifications, and) who de- 
sire the adoption of a clear '"declara- 
tive" statement, 
seting forth the 


most important 'doctrines and laying 
special emphasis upon the love of God 
for mankind and OB the work of the 
Holy Spirit.

Dr. Ohas. A. Dickey, of this city, is 
chairman, was made the order lor 9 
o'clock today, with the additional 
condition that the discussion should 
not be interrupted by other business 
until the commissioners had reached 
some definite conclusion. 


The committee was appointed by 


the general assembly at St.Loiiis last 
year. The controversy regarding1 re- 
vision has led to the formation of 
:hree groups among the 040 commis- 
sioners to the general assembly. Tirst 
there is the conservative group, corn- 
'osed of those opposed to any change 
whatever in the doctrinal standards 
of the church. Then -there is-the party 
desirous of setting1 aside the confes- 
sion of'faith ns not truthfully expres- 


ing- the belief of the church. Be- 
;ween these stands the centrists, who 
avor maintaining the old confession 
with a few modifications, and who de- 
sive the adoption of a clear '"derlara- 
,ive" statement, 
seting- forth the 


•nosh important 'doctrines and laying1 


special emphasis upon the love of God 


mankind and an the work of the 


Holy Spirit. 


PlfcfiPARED FOR DEBATE. 


The commissioners have had ample 


time to study the committee's report 
uid when Moderator Mint on called 
:hc assembly to order today all were 
'uily-prepared for -a thorough and 
ntellig'ent considerate-ion of tlie sub- 
ject.

This 
is my obligation by. no choice of my 
own. Tho last 'general assembly in

I say tSiis 
little word that the commissioners 
may know I am here by appointment 
and not by request." 


'Dr. Dickey then proceeded to read 


the report pud was closely followed 
by all the commissioners, who held 
copies. 


DEATH OF GEN. HARRISON. 
At the request of Dr. Dickey, Dr. 


Roberts, the stated clerk, read the 
minutes on the death of General Har- 
rison, adopted by the committee at its 
last meeting: in Pittsburgh 
It was 


accepted ns a supplemental report and 
adopted by a rising vote. 


Tlio minority report, signed by 


Rev. Dr. William JtfcKibben, of Cin- 
cinnati, and E. W. Humphrey, of 
Louisville, wns read by Dr. McKib- 
ben. 


In presenting the report Dr. Mc- 


Kibben said he would like to say a 
word regarding the spirit which pre- 
vailed at the meetings of the commit- 
tee. He declared that sensational re- 
ports had appeared in the newspapers 
which were without one iota of trutn. 
Dr. McKibben said the meetings of 
the committee were conducted under 
the most harmonious conditions. 


On motion of Rev. Dr. Raines D.

Dr. Dickey claimed that under the 


rules of the assembly he and Dr Mc- 
Kibben were entitled to speak on 
their reports before any motions wens 
presented.

in the interest of fairness. The main 
issue, he said, was the -appointment 
of a committee whose instructions 
were to come later and he believed 
that by adopting the first recommen- 
dation the assembly would hnve the 
whole report in better shape for con- 
sideration. 


Rev. Dr. John De-Wet t, of Prince- 


ton, sprang to his feet and, address- 
Ing- Dr. Nicoll, said: "How do you 
know we want to appoint a commit- 
tee? Suppose we want to dismiss the 
matter?" 


MUCH COHPTTSION. 


Dr. Moffatt moved a substitute mo- 


tion to adopt the whole of the major- 
ty report. Several amendments were 
offered, but there was so much con- 
fusion that Dr. Nicoll withdrew his 
motion. Dr. Moffatt then moved to 
adopt the majority 
report. 
An 


amendment was offered to substitute 
the minority report. 


Before the-last motion was put Dr. 


George D. Baker, of Philadelphia, of- 
fered the following: 


"W-herens, The vote of the Presby- 


teries on creedal revision indicates 
an utter lack of unanimity as to what 
should be done in the matter; and, 


"Whereas, This lack of unanimity 


means a protracted period of contro- 
versy and unrest in case the move- 
ment for revision be persisted in; 
and, 


'Whereas, The disturbance in the 


confession of faith would be in t-lie 
way of union or reunion with other 
churches now holding this symbol 
unimpaired, which union is earnestly 
desired and prayed for; therefore, 
be it 


"Resolved, That this general as- 


sembly deems it inexpedient to pro- 
ceed further in the matter of revis- 
ion at this time, and it hereby dis- 
misses the whole matter." 


The 
reading 
of 
the 
resolution 


brought forth considerable applause. 
There were loud calls for Dr. 'Dickey 
;o speak on the resolution. "Before he 
got started on his subject, .however, a 
point of order was raised against dis- 
:ussion of the resolution to indefinite- 
ly postpone. 


To expedite matters Dr. -Baker 


changed the wording of his resolu- 
tion as originally written by strik- 
ing out the words "indefinitely post- 
pone" and substitute the word "dis- 
misses." 


DR. DICKEY SPEAKS. 


This gave Dr. Dickey his chance to 


speak. Tie presented a brief history 
jf the work of the committee and 
said ho would anticipate some objec- 
tions to be made to the majority re- 
port. He heard that there was un- 
fairness shown on the part of some 
jne. 
He denied the assertion and 


said he had never been imposed -with 
.. more serious duty than that which 
the last assembly placed upon him. 
In appointing1 the committee he did 
what he thought was best for the 
peace, prosperity and progress of the 
jhurch. 


Dr. Dickey told how he pleaded 


with several ministers to become 
members of tlic committee. When he 
referred to the declination of Dr. John 
DeWitt, of Princeton seminary, the 
latter interjected: "And you pleaded 
most eloquently." 


In speaking of the question oE dis-
